LORIDA’S SYSTEM OF STATE PARKS and Historic Me- 
fy morials today embrace a total of 48 properties, 

having a vaiue of approximately $52,000,000.00 and 
include 72,320 acres of unique natural and historic wonder- 
lands in every part of the state. 

During the 12 months of the fiscal year, July 1, 1953- 
June 30, 1954, a grand total of 1,463,136 persons visited 
these State Parks and Historic Memorials, breaking all 
attendance records since the Florida Park Service was cre- 
ated in 1935. According to present trends in attendance, 
more than 1,700,000 persons will have visited these state- 
owned attractions by July 1, 1955. 

Florida’s State Parks and Historic Memorials have been 
selected with such purposes in mind as the following: 


(1) Preservation of nature-made wonderlands with 
unique state-wide significance and interest. 


(2) Protection of historic shrines, archaeological monu- 
ments, scientific and botanical areas with multiple values; 


(3) Conservation of natural resources which have poten- 
tials for the conservation also of human resources through 
low-cost recreation ; 

(4) Development of these basic potentials for recrea- 
tional facilities in a manner that will conserve natural re- 
sources and state park values; 

(5) Contribution to educational opportunities through 
promotion as “resource-use” areas for field trips by student 
groups and teachers; 

(6) Evaluation of suitable lands for parks by restoring 
wastelands into useful purposes; 

(7) Provide an escape from work to an environment of 
beauty, with facilities for passive as well as active recreation ; 

(8) Vacations at low-cost through development of day 
camping, tent camping, trailer camping; vacation cottages for 
family groups; facilities in the form of group camps for 
large organizations; picnicking facilities not only for small 
outing or family groups but also picnicking pavilions for 
gatherings of large groups from organizations.

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of hree Flew Roses Will Be Seated iN 1955 


S THE NEW YEAR comes in, 
A smart gardeners will be shop- 
ping for the new look in roses. 
It won’t be hard to find top quality 
roses, nor expensive to add the best 


varieties in the world to your planting. 


Three spectacular new varieties will 
stand out in the 1955 rose parade. They 
are the All-America Award winners, 
Jiminy Cricket, Tiffany and Queen 
Elizabeth, which will bow into private 
gardens for the first time. In addition, 
to the fact that they are new, they have 
proved their superiority to other re- 
cently developed varieties by winning 
through the two year A.A.R.S. trials, 
the most difficult test for roses yet 
devised.

The gardens are strate- 
gically located in different parts of the 
country, offering a wide variation of 
soil and climate.

conditions which prevail in_ these 
gardens. Varieties are scored by im- 
partial judges, and the eventual win- 
ners are those which prove their supe- 
riority over all newcomers. 


The 1955 winners were tested even 
more thoroughly than earlier winners 
because the competition for All-America 
honors has grown steadily. Entries are 
received from Europe as well as from 
this country, and the varieties entered 
represent the best efforts of the world’s 
leading experts. 


The new trio for 1955 is particularly 
interesting because three classes of 
roses are represented. Jiminy Cricket 
belongs to the increasingly popular 
Floribunda class which is winning so 
many friends through its versatility. 
Floribundas are opening new and un- 
usual uses for roses. They make splen- 
did hedges or foundation plantings, 
border edgings or other masses. Their 
clustered blooming habit gives the 
gardener a constant supply of flowers 
for household arrangement. 


In the traditional Hybrid Tea class 
which has been the favorite of garden- 
ers since the Empress Josephine first 
developed modern rose culture, the 1955 
winner is Tiffany, an attractive silvery 
pink. Tiffany, as the name suggests, 


produces flowers of rich, classic tex- 


ture on long stems. It is also excellent 
for cutting and arrangement. 

The third of the three new winners is 
Queen Elizabeth, the first Grandiflora 
to be selected for A.A.R.S. honors. The 
Grandiflora class was created because 
of the development of an increasing 
number of roses which combine the gen- 
eral characteristic of the Hybrid Teas 
and the Floribundas. Queen Elizabeth 
produces flowers on long stems but in 
clusters after the manner of the Flori- 
bundas. It will be a brilliant addition 
to any garden. 

Because the first year supply of an 
A.A.R.S. winner is always _ limited, 
gardeners will be wise to order well in 
advance before the suppiy is exhausted. 
The All-America varieties may be ob- 
tained from leading nurserymen all 
over the country.

quaintness. It was a fascinating and very personal place... 
and its history was personal too, like family lore, so that I 
can’t remember when I first heard the legends of Osceola 
or Coacoochie any more than I remember learning my way 
from the Plaza to the City Gates.”

Florida’s First Family 


N JANUARY 4, LEROY COLLINS took the oath of office 
S@)' become the State’s new chief executive, and in so 

doing gave Florida one of the most attractive family 
groups that has ever graced this post. 

Thougn the Collinses are defintely ‘Deep South,” both 
Governor and Mrs. Collins and their four children possess a 
magnetic charm and personality that should endear them as 
a family to all parts of the State, from the resort coasts on 
the South to the Pensacola Gulf shoreline on the North. 
There’ll undoubtedly be those who disagree politically at 
times with the new Governor, but as all the world loves a 
lover, so does it love a real, genuine, attractive family. 

Both Governor and Mrs. Collins are native Floridians. 
They were born and grew up in Tallahassee; the same applies 
to their four children. Their home is only a proverbial 
stone’s throw from the gubernatorial mansion. It’s the 
Grove, a handsome while-columned house built in 1827 by 
Mrs. Collins’ great grandfather, Richard Keith Call, one of 
Florida’s early territorial governors. The old mansion passed 
out of the family but in 1941 the Collinses achieved their 
long-held dream of buying it back and restoring the beautiful 
old house with its ‘Gone with the Wind” charm. 

Meet the Collinses:

Governor Collins and Mrs. Collins rode in style to the Barn Dance last Summer at 
The Mount Washington Hotel, Bretton Woods, N. H. 


The new Governor, who needs little introduction to 
Floridians who read their newspapers; handsome, six-feet- 
one; a prosperous combination of attorney, country squire 
and political figure. He’s 45 years old, son of a grocer, 
grandson of a circuit riding preacher, high school graduate, 
who worked to make money for a year in business school and 
a year of law at Cumberland where he got his law degree; 
now a member of the highly successful law firm of Ausley, 
Collins and Ausley. 

The Governor’s been in public life since he was elected 
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in 1934 at the age of 25 as Representative from Leon County ; 
reelected 1936 and 1938, then elected 1940 without opposition 
to fill unexpired term of the late Sen. W. C. Hodges; resigned 
in 1944 to enter the Navy, from which he was honorably dis- 
charged as lieutenant; reelected to Senate even before his 
return from the service and again in 1950, at which time he 
defeated two opponents and received 74 percent of the vote. 

Mrs. Collins, the former Mary Call Darby, descendant 
of the first Mary Call who left Nashville early in the 19th 
Century to live in Florida, then a pioneer State, and rear her 
family not far from hostile Indians. 

Pretty, vivacious Mary Call Collins is soft-spoken and 
charming; neither smokes nor drinks; travels when possible 
with her husband when he’s campaigning, and even with 
three small children (Baby Darby had not yet been born) 
followed her husband around the country when he was in 
the service. 

Restoration of the Grove has long been her pet project, 
next to being a wife and mother; now she’s going to concen- 
trate on her duties as Florida’s first lady. 

As for the children: 

LeRoy, Jr., aged 20, a handsome six-footer; now in his 
third year at the Naval Academy at Annapolis; shares his 
father’s love of fishing and hunting, especially the former, 
and the two spend all possible time together in pursuit of 
these sports, though a Naval career doesn’t permit much 
time at home these days. 

Jane, 16, pretty dark-haired sub-deb, who generally 
spends her Summers at camp; in company with girls her own 
age all over the nation, she sometimes baby sits. 

Mary Call, 12, fourth to bear the name; very proud to 
carry on the tradition of having a Mary Call in the family; 
named after the distinguished ancestor; especially fond of 
water; wears her hair in a becoming Dutch bob. 

Four-year-old Darby, baby and darling of the family; 
a lovable gamin in pigtails, who loves a cat named Mickey 
and her over-sized doll; if she’s not spoiled, it’s a miracle. 

Take the six together and you have a First Family that 
Florida can take great pride in having as its representative 
in the ranks of 47 other First Families of the land. 

Thougn Governor Collins had no log cabin origin, he 
grew up as an average American boy in a family of limited 
means and simple tastes. He graduated in 1927 from Leon 
High School in Tallahassee with honors. He had three 
brothers and two sisters, and to go on with his schooling took 
his father up on a promise to “match every dollar you earn 
and save towards an education.” He worked as a grocery 
clerk to go to business school, as a bank teller to go on to 
Cumberland. 

To date, his record of total service: Nine sessions, 18 
years in both the House and the Senate in Florida. Indicative 
of how he’s thought of by his colleagues and the public is 
found in his record of honors piled up during these 18 years. 

In 1947 and 1953, he was named most valued Senator in 
the St. Petersburg Times poll of Florida news men. He’s 
always been among the top four in the poll, the award being 
based on a personal and public integrity as well as ability and 
courage in promoting progressive legislation.” He’s won 
numerous awards based on the Allen Morris “Cracker Poli- 
tics” polls among legislators, and in the 1953 poll was chosen 
most valuable Senator, most valuable all-around member, 
outstanding in debate. In 1939 he received the Florida 
League of Municipalities award for outstanding public serv- 
ice. He holds the Florida State University gold key for 
unselfish public service.

( ICARDO MAGNI is one shoemaker’s child who’s well 
shod. He’s an artist who lives literally, as well as 
figuratively, with his art, makes it work for him as 

well as others. His distinctive romantic murals grace the 
walls of many Palm Beach villas and such smart gathering 
places as the Everglades Club, Club Alibi, and the Petite 
Marmite. 

Currently he’s having a one-man show at the Worth 
Avenue Gallery, which first introduced his work to Palm 
Beach. This exhibition of the artist’s latest works was 
opened January 10 with a cocktail party at the gallery that 
assembled a distinguished crowd of Palm Beachers including 
a number of those whose portraits are on display. Many 
of Palm Beach’s loveliest women have sat for him, including 
the Duchess of Windsor, when a guest here, Mrs. Herbert 
Pulitzer, Jr., shown elsewhere in this issue sitting for the 
portrait on display; Mrs. Patricia Massie Tevander, who 
frequently assists him on murals. 


However, all of the artist’s gift for creating beauty 
has not been expended on others. His apartment on Royal 
Palm Way is one where genius and know-how took the place 
of money; a palette and paint brush served as tools. If 
Palm Beach has a living example of the current ‘‘do-it-your- 
self” craze, this artist is it. 

According to Mr. Magni, he did the apartment in his 
spare time. He doesn’t explain just where he found it in 
the midst of executing commissions and preparing for such 
events as exhibition of his paintings at the Worth Avenue 
Gallery. 

The apartment is located off the arcaded center section 
of a Mizner-designed building that’s had an interesting 
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history. Back in the early Thirties the building housed the 
Palm Beach Playhouse, sponsored by Muriel McCormick Hub- 
bard. The apartment served as offices for the Playhouse 
on the first floor and barracks for members of the repertoire 
company on the second. 

The ground floor is the section where Ricardo put his 
genius to work at creating the illusion of elaborate furnish- 
ings. From the entry with its typical Magni sepia mural 
to the kitchen with its ancient electric refrigerator camou- 
flaged as a chest in a “‘trompe d’oeil’’ fashion, the effect is 
that of a charming jewel-box of a house, a stage set de- 
signed by a master hand. 

The tiny bar lounge opening off the entryway was 
fashioned from a cubby-hole that once served as storage for 
a shop. The artist himself literally broke through the thick 
wall with hammer and chisel to make the arched doorway 
that leads into the living-room. The walls and even ceiling 
of the small lounge form one continuous design painted 
directly on the wood and plaster. 


In one corner, the tiny bar was fabricated from wood 
discarded from a nearby workshop. Old bits of lumber, 
parts of broken up furniture, driftwood have all been sal- 
vaged for transformation into furnishings. Shells and plastic 
have been used in trim. The low square cocktail table, in 
which fish and butterfly designs seem inset, was once a 
lowly table used for mixing mortar. Throughout the apart- 
ment the tops of the bar, tables and chests look so much 
like marble one has to touch them to ascertain they’re really 
wood, painted in marbleized design. 


The walls of both the living-room and dining-room are 
plain in color, the hangings are very simple, the sofas and 
chairs virtually hint at Greenwich Village. The overall 
effect of beauty and luxury is derived from the artist’s 
paintings that cover the walls, the effective and strategically 
placed tables and chests, all transformed from the common- 
place by the paint brush. 


As an example of the way commonplace things at hand 
have proved grist for the artistic mill, a colorful pedestal 
bowl was fashioned by attaching a large wooden bowl to a 
small individual sized one, turned upside down. The whole 
was painted a dull rich bronze and the large bowl filled 
with varied tropical fruits, nuts and bits of vegetation 
painted in lush colors. 

The accompanying pictures tell the story more graphi- 
cally than words. Here may be seen the striking foyer with 
the painted niche on the door, the painted walls and fern 
stands fashioned of driftwood. 


The picture of the bar shows how the illusion of depth 
is created by the seascape mural beside the tiny marbleized 
bar. In the corner of the living room, the fireplace is topped 
with a typical Magni painting that is included in the exhi- 
bition. A signed photograph of the Windsors hangs on one 
wall, but the portrait of the Duchess is not on exhibit at 
the Worth Avenue Gallery, as it has been shown formerly. 


The piece de resistance of the entire decor is to be 
found in the refrigerator turned into a veritable art treasure 
chest as revealed in the picture. 


Among the artist’s works on display at the Worth 
Avenue Gallery in addition to the one of Mrs. Pulitzer is 
the striking portrait study shown in the Magni living-room 
behind Mrs. Pulitzer as she poses. In this picture the artist 
has revealed a new portrait technique removed from the 
formal, with the result that the whole suggests the modern 
incarnation of a dryad of the woods.

It’s owned by Mr. and Mrs. Thomas M. Howell, 
formerly of Chicago, who formerly leased a house, but had 
very definite ideas on what they wanted when they built a 
permanent home. Designed by Mr. Byron Simonson, Palm 


Beach architect, it combines mocifs as old as Confucius 
with ideas as new as tomorrow’s newspapers. The house on 
Esplanade Way is believed to be the first example of Jap- 
anese-Modern architecture built here.

of the experimental. Months of experimenting preceded the 
actual use of bamboo glued on water-proof plywood to give 
the Japanese look to the exteriors. The architect’s not 
telling how it’s done, but he definitely feels now that obstacles 
have been overcome so that the walls will withstand rain, 
hurricanes and humidity. During the next few months a 
sample of the bamboo and wood combination is to be exposed 
to the elements of an Illinois winter. If it passes the test, 
next summer a Japanese-Modern house is slated to make 
its debut on the banks of the Mississippi. 

“Teing on the cake” is the way Mr. Simonson describes 
the use of bamboo walls. The real building innovation, he 
says in talking of revolutionary factors involved, lies in the 
beam and post construction used in houses designed in modu- 
lar or on a unit system. With three feet, four inches, as 
the unit, three foot panels are centered on four inch beams 
to make symmetrical units. For the laymen to whom the 
modular is as hazy as the Einstein theory, the over-all 
effect is the thing. 

It’s amazing, as paradoxical as it’s striking. Though 
sprawling and spacious, the house is also compact and func- 
tional. In some indefinable manner it manages to give an 
Oriental effect of being almost in miniature and close to

the ground. Yet it affords the utmost in light and air and 
appears ideally planned for comfortable living and gracious 
entertaining. 


Mr. Howell really started it all. When he and his wife, 
the former Patricia Wharton, decided after a year of rented 
houses they wanted a home of their own, he insisted on 
the Japanese motif. 


“It’s been good enough for them for 10,000 years,” he 
commented. The working out of practical problems involved, 
he left to the architect, who also doubled as decorator, and 
the builder, Mr. Richard Beymer of Palm Beach. 


Meanwhile, Mr. Howell busied himself with many details, 
such as the acquisition of several massive carved chairs from 
the Chinese room at the Firestone auction in Miami Beach. 
From one of these came the highly polished doorway, inset 
with carved dragon panels, which stands strikingly out 
against the natural colored bamboo walls and the facade’s 
undersea green cutout wood ornamentation. 

The Japanese feeling is intensified the moment one enters 
the Howell house. And one enters the house literally, not 
just the foyer or living-room. For through the use of Shoji 
screen wood sliding panels covered with syn-skin, a trans-

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lucent material suggesting old parchment, the entire living 
area of the house may be thrown together or partitioned off. 
The living room is at right angles to the dining room, both 
being on an upper level, with the Green Stone Room, a 
screened living porch, between them on a two-step lower level. 
At one end of the living room and also two steps down, is a 
fascinating little indoor garden that takes the place of a patio. 

The only parts of the house not included in the pano- 
ramic view from the entrance are the very modernly Western 
kitchen, the master bedroom suite and the combination 
study-guest room. Eligible for nomination for the most 
unusual feature of a unique house is the master suite’s bed- 
room. Designed so that the bathing area with its sunken 
marble tub can be closed off from the other two sections, 
the whole bathroom has floor length plateglass windows that 
give on a tiny garden, where a high wall insures privacy 
along with the natural beauty. 

Mr. Howell is an amateur gardener and takes quite a 
part in the landscaping. He also likes to make furniture 
as is attested by such pieces as a multi-color topped coffee 
table in the Green Stone Room. His workshop forms the 
west wall of the carport that connects with the house on 
its west side. 

Both Mrs. Howell and Mr. Simonson have been very 
busy with the decoration, and he’s picked up many interesting 
pieces here and there to blend with the furnishings. 

All in all, the “house with the straw walls” is a unique 
addition to the Palm Beach scene from its bamboo and 
Roman brick facade to its bathroom garden.

The flag was first raised on Decem- 
ber 1. Mr. Lyman’s family for genera- 
tions has been in the naval service, a 
fact which was part of his inspiration 
for the flag which has roused marked 
interest in many areas. Its unique ap- 
pearance bespeaks a considerable talent 
in design and quite properly reflects a 
profound research: 

The varied and hectic history of 
Florida is the taproot of the flag’s de- 
sign. Beginning with the arrival of 
DeSoto at St. Augustine in 1529, a veri- 
table kaleidoscope of nations have ruled 
the area now constituting the State. 
The colors of each of these nations, 
from that Spanish occupation to date, 
comprise the colors of the Club pennant. 

In 1564 the French Protestants built 
a fort at the mouth of the St. Johns, 
thus establishing the tri-colour in the 


procession. In 1565 Spaniards destroyed 
this fort and planned aged Saint Augus- 
tine. Here the gold of Spain’s colors re- 
asserted itself. 

More than two hundred years later, 
in 1763, Spain ceded glorious Florida to 
Great Britain. 

Twenty years after that, 1783, Spain 
recovered the Land of Sunshine by the 
treaty of Paris. Three nations thus left 
their stamp on the escutcheon of what 
was to become our Florida. 

In 1795 Spain sold to France what we 
now know as West Florida, that strip 
of our State lying along the Gulf of 
Mexico. These were turbulent times, 
with the vast area of our Home State 
standing as a shuttle-cock in the manip- 
ulation of nations. 

In 1803 the United States laid claim 
to Florida as a part of the Louisiana 
Purchase. In 1829 the United States 
purchased present Florida from Spain, 
the treaty agreement including settle- 
ment of the West Florida controversy. 
For the first time, the Star Spangled 
Banner and the azure skies of this 
beauteous Sunland joined in splendor. 

It was in 1845 that Florida became a 
State. 

In 1861, fired by deep conviction and 
activated by supreme devotion, Florida 
seceded from the Union. Over the State 
flew the Stars and Bars of the Con- 
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federacy, the fifth sovereignty to lay 
claim and rule. 

It was in 1868 that the Stars and 
Bars became only a treasured memory. 
Florida then rejoined the Union. Un-- 
furled once more over the State, the 
Stars and Stripes flew high and will 
continue to fly through whatever tem- 
pests may be generated on foreign soils. 

So the Palm Beach Cabana Club little 
Club flag shows the red and gold of 
Spain, the not definitely known flag of 
the French Protestants, which prob- 
ably was that of Rochelle, the Union 
Jack of Great Britain of that time; the 
tri-colour of France, the Red, White 
and Blue of our Republic and the Stars 
and Bars of the Confederacy. The tale 
of our pennant is one luminous with 
history as well as brilliance in color. 

Flying bravely over the swimming 
pool and beach areas, it tells mutely the 
fantastic history of a fantastic land. It 
joins with our National Banner in re- 
viewing a glorious past and promising 
an ever increasing glory in the future. 

It seems proper to add that the de- 
sign of the pennant reflects the thor- 
oughness by which every facility of the 
Club has been brought to its fullest and 
best possible expression. Under the pen- 
nant abide the essences of comfort, 
beauty and distinction, wrought with 
care and administered with devotion.

EOPLE COME TO SOUTH FLORIDA for many things — 

most of which are made possible by the semi-tropical 

climate of a land blessed by the caressing breezes of 
a benevolent Gulf Stream. The roster of outdoor activities 
along the Gold Coast is varied—golf, tennis, polo, swimming, 
fishing. All these pursuits are dependent in great degree 
upon the weather. 

For many Florida winter visitors, the role of “spectator” 
predominates in most sports. We watch golf and tennis 
matches, and sit in our cars as polo ponies and their mounts 
dash furiously up and down the field. Swimming, except for 
the more hardy, often consists of more lounging on the 
beach than coping with the waves of the Atlantic. 

It is unquestionably true that most of-us would like 
to excel in at least one sporting endeavour. Few can qualify 


in the more strenuous pastimes, and we are. forced to sit. 


on the sidelines while others do the things we would 
like to do. 

There is, however, one form of outdoor sport that 
comes as near to putting the novice on an even footing with 
the so-called “expert” as any human activity can. That sport 
is fishing. 

A rank beginner in the art of capturing fish with a 
hook and line has more of a chance in open competition 
with his fellow man than in any other sport. A record fish 
doesn’t know who is on the other end of a line, and what’s 
more, he doesn’t care. Stories of neophites making sensa- 
tional catches are as old as fish stories themselves. 

Not long ago a man caught a world’s record broadbill 
swordfish a few miles south of Palm Beach. According to 
“authorities,” he was using the wrong kind of tackle, the 
wrong kind of bait, and was fishing from the wrong kind 
of boat. Nevertheless, he caught his fish, which incidentally, 
still stands as the world’s record swordfish landed on the 
kind of tackle he was using. 

It is experiences of this kind that make fishing the 
thrilling and exciting sport it is. The piscatorial art is

probably the oldest of man’s pursuits. It is the great common 
denominator of all sports, putting the humble cane pole 
fisherman and the fly casting purist on almost an equal basis 
(as far as getting results are concerned). 

Fishing probably signifies more pleasure to more people

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in the world than any single endeavor. It 
has been going on since the dawn of his- 
tory and is practiced the world over with 
verying techniques. 

Nowhere in America is fishing more 
avidly pursued than it is in Florida. Dur- 
ing the winter season, the Sunshine State 
has more devotees of Izaac Walton than 
any state in the union. There is ample 
justification for this situation. There are 
more kinds of fish to be caught in Florida 
waters than almost anywhere else. Due to 
its proximity to the Gulf Stream, the area 
from Stuart to Miami is one of the great- 
est fishing grounds in the entire world. 
For the salt water enthusiast, it’s as near 
a piscatorial heaven as he’s likely to find 
on this troubled planet. 

For the fresh water angler, the justly 
famous Florida bass are found in mild 
profusion in the nearby Everglades and 
Lake Okeechobee. 

It seems that at some time or other 
nearly everybody goes fishing in Florida. 
Nationally prominent sports personalities 
like Tommy Shevlin, Aksel C. P. Wichfeld, 
C. F. Johnson, Henry Chanin, Mrs. Jane 
Sherwood, Mrs. Jacqueline Gerli, Mrs. J. 
W. Robinson and scores of others frequent 
the Gulf Stream from charter boats hired 
along the coast, or from their own private 
craft. The high brass of the military also 
is prominently represented. Last season 
Generals Mark Clark and James Van Fleet 
fished the Gold Coast. General Clark 
varied his piscatorial endeavors with sev- 
eral forays into the Everglades for bass. 


Beyond all doubt the world famous sail- 
fish is the most sought after prize in 
Florida. It’s a year ’round fish, and for- 
tunately is caught most frequently during 
the winter season. Unless the Atlantic is 
too rough (which happens occasionally 
during the winter) boats daily ply the off- 
shore waters from Stuart to Miami. 

Glamorous as the sailfish admittedly is, 
he has plenty of rivals. The brilliantly 
colored dolphin (not to be confused with 
the porpoise) is perhaps the next most 
popular ocean denizen caught with fair 
regularity. There are those who say the 
dolphin, pound for pound, is the greatest 
scrapper of them all. Certainly, with his 
iridescent blue and gold coloration, he is 
among the most beautiful. 

One never knows what will strike a 
trolling lure near the Gulf Stream. The 
savage barracuda, the hard fighting king- 
fish, the spectacular wahoo, the leaping 
mako shark, the somewhat rare cobia, cer- 
tain grouper, mackerel, blue runner, tuna, 
bonito and others—are hooked by deep sea 
anglers during the winter, and all put up 
thrilling battles. 

The great marlins—white and blue— 
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are not unknown along the Florida coast. 
Although the haunts of these magnificent 
spikebills are more often around the 
Bahaman Islands, they evidence an affin- 
ity now and then for the south Florida 
coast. These giants usually are caught 
from November through April (coopera- 
tive, one must admit) and blue marlin in 
excess of 300 pounds have been landed off 
the shores of Palm Beach and Pompano 
Beach. 

The Keys are justly famous for their 
reef fishes, most spectacular of all being 
the bonefish. This slim and lightning fast 
secrapper draws anglers from all parts of 
the country. One of the most famous of 
them all is ex-President Herbert Hoover, 
who rarely misses a jaunt to the Keys 
every winter. 

The mighty “silver king’’—the tarpon— 
holds sway as the top prize of the Gulf 
Coast. Tarpon are caught along the At- 
lantic coast as far north as Palm Beach 
and throughout the Keys, but nowhere 
near as frequently as along the Gulf 
Coast. For some reason tarpon grow 
larger in the Gulf of Mexico. In fact, one 
community — Tarpon Springs — is named 
after this great salt water warrior. 

Fishing in Florida recently took on a 
very definite worldly aura, for starting 
January 10th, the International Light 
Tackle Sailfish Tournament got under 
way in the Palm Beaches. It lasted through 
January 14th, and no fish were caught. 

To explain this somewhat strange state- 
ment, all sailfish hooked were released. 
Many of them were tagged to aid in the 
program of sailfish study being carried on 
by the Marine Laboratory of the Univer- 
city of Miami. Only the very lightest of 
tackle was used by the contestants, who 
fished in teams of three. 

The tournament was held in the Palm 
Beaches last year, and Ted Williams of 
Boston Red Sox baseball fame was the 
high man. The affair originated in Pana- 
ma in 1945 and has been held there and at 
Acapulco, Mexico. Florida was indeed 
lucky to get the tournament again this 
year. It was scheduled for Mexico, but 
due to a slipup in arrangements, it was 
shifted to the Palm Beach area. 

Teams from 13 states and foreign coun- 
tries (combined) signified their intention

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of entering this highly competitive and sporting event. Three- 
man groups from Hawaii, Canada, Panama, Puerto Rico, 
Mexico, Cuba, Caiifornia, Texas, Maine, New York, New 
Jersey, Balboa Island and Maryland were signed up. 

Hosts to these top-flight anglers were the Sailfish 
Yacht and Beach Club, the West Palm Beach Fishing Club 
and the Sailfish Conservation Club. 

Immediately after the close of the International Light 
Tackle Tournament, the 18th annual Silver Sailfish Derby 
gets under way in the Palm Beaches. Just about everyone 
who has caught or hopes to catch a sailfish gets into the 
Derby. It lasts for a month, and hardly a day goes by that 
the standings don’t change. There are all sorts of prizes 
and citations, prominent among which is the gold button 
awarded every angler who lands a sailfish 8 feet in length 
or over. 

Last year the battle among the distaff 
anglers went right down to the wire and 
finished in a deal heat. The trophy goes 
to the “anglerette’” who releases the 
most sailfish during the Derby. It was 
won jointly by Mrs. Denny Crownin- 
shield of Manchester, Mass., and Mrs. 
Jean Wilhelm, Riviera Beach. Each 
had ten releases. Mrs. Wilhelm won the 
toss of a coin that gave her the trophy. 
Runnerup was Mrs. Florence Bain- 
bridge, Washington, D. C., with eight 
releases. 

The Silver Sailfish Trophy — a per- 
petual award from Mrs. Henry R. Rea 
—was won by John C. Prizer, West 
Orange, N. J., with an 8-foot 14-inch 
spikebill. 

The Widener Trophy—for the heavi- 
est sailfish—was won by H. F. Eggin- 
son, Keyport, N. J., with a 741,- 
pounder. 


The Chanin Trophy—for the sailfish 
scoring the most points—was garnered 
by John M. Milroy, Detroit, Mich. His 
fish was 8 feet 14 inch long and weighed 
7214 pounds. 

The Wichfeld Trophy—for greatest 
number of releases during the entire 
Derby—was claimed by Henry Chanin, 
Atlanta, Georgia, with 15 releases. 

Chanin also won the George A. Bass 
Trophy for catching and releasing alive 
four sails on two separate days of the 
Derby. This accomplishment was con- 
sidered the outstanding achievement of 
the event, 
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Other prize winners and leading contenders last year 
included: J. H. Cromwell, Buford, Colo.; Carlton A. Smith, 
Prospect Heights, Ill.; Albert J. Beveridge, Jr., Beverly 
Farms, Mass.; Norman Armour, West Palm Beach, and 
Maurice Neinken, Perkasie, Pa. 

Charter boat captains who received awards for the most 
sailfish released from their craft were Jerry Black of the 
Secret and Frank Ardine of the Sail Ahoy. 

Whether you fish for the fun of it, or wish to cover 
yourself with glory with an outstanding catch, Florida offers 
more than almost any other section of the entire world. 
If you don’t believe it, look out on the Atlantic any sunshiny 
day, or stroll along the numerous docks around five in the 
evening when the boats come in. 

In the meantime, as they say in angling parlance, 
“Tight Lines.” 
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“ HE SEASON IS HERE, and again the warm waters 
of the Gulf Stream are criss-crossed with the wakes of the 
Palm Beach winter fleet of yachts. 

Australian Avenue dock, haven of the bigger boats, is 
lined with a glittering array of luxury cruisers, many of 
them as familiar to Palm Beachers as the fountain in 
Memorial Plaza. 

Mr. Lammot DuPont Jr.’s 50-foot “Willit”’ and Mr. 
Orland S. Greene’s “Bink II” are both back at Australian 
this year. After releasing two sailfish and boating two 
dolphin and two kingfish during the fishing flurry which 
occurred about the middle of December, Mr. Greene set sail 
in “Bink II” for marlin and bonefishing off the Isle of Pines. 

The Benson Ford’s 58-foot “‘Onika” is back at her usual 
berth after receiving a new coat of paint at a local boatyard. 
The “Onika” spends the summer months at the Grosse Pointe 
Club, making frequent cruises around Georgian Bay. 

“Atta III,” 65-foot Hacker-built yacht owned by Mr. 
Harry R. Lontz of Richmond, Indiana, arrived in Palm 
Beach in late November. On her trip down from Harbor 
Springs, Michigan, where the Lontz’s have a summer home, 
the “Atta III” ran into Hurrican Hazel at Annapolis Harbor. 

Mr. D. C. Elwood of Houston, Texas, owner of the trim 
81-foot ketch “Curlew II,” set foot on these shores a few 
days before Christmas. 

Mr. William Allison’s 70-foot Diesel-powered ‘‘Yankee 
Clipper” pulled into the Australian Avenue dock about a 
week before Christmas. The ‘Yankee Clipper,” which can 
comfortably sleep eight people, was brought down from 
Bay Head, N.J., by its three-man crew. 

Two other 70-footers back at Australian again this year 
are Mr. Lynde Selden’s “Murlyn III” and Mr. Lester M. 
Sears’ “Makaira.” The “Makaira,’ which was completely 
rebuilt two summers ago, recently received a new paint 
job at a boatyard in the area. 

Mid-December arrivals at the Australian dock were the 
sumptuous 107-foot “Osceola,” property of the Upper Lakes 
& St. Lawrence Transportation Company, and the long 
luxury cruiser “Idlewild,” owned by Mr. R. Green Annan 
of Pittsburgh. The ‘“‘Idlewild”’ will make the Palm Beach dock 
its headquarters between trips to the West Indies. 

Other pre-yuletide arrivals were Mr. Edward E. Bates’ 
“Full Moon” and the “Topsal,” 82-foot Luders-built cruiser 
owned by the Topsal Boat Company of Boston.
